My  husband's  none  was 
Kcrorc.  He  wrs  31  at  the  tine  of  his  death. 

/1A  1A  t-  ^  .  On  the  night  of  the  double-tenth 

(10.10.43)  ny  husband  and  the  other  non  of  this  Island  were 
not  at  sea.  They  wore  rt  horx  and  we  ell  sew  the  fire  in 
JGssclton  across  the  water  abcut  12  nilcs  away.  My  husband 
t'ther  non  of  this  Island  did  net  take  pert  in  the 
fighting  against  the  Japs.  We  continued  to  earn  cur  living 
by  fishing  end  growing  food.  At  that  tine  there  were  about 
130  people  on  Dinawan  Island, 


„  ,  ®ne  <3cy  after  the  rising,  the  Jepanese 

car.e  to  the  Island  one  arrested  all  tho  nen.  The  Jepanese 
said  our  ren  had  burnt  the  custor  house  and  killed  Jepanese. 
There  were  37  r.en  arrested.  My  husband  Kerorc  wes  aneng  then, 
I  hove  never  seen  hir  «.r  any  of  the  nen  again. 


A  r.onth  or  two  afterwards,  the 
Japanese  cane  again  and  took  ell  of  us  wenen,  end  the 
children,  to  Gaya  Island  and  told  us  we  were  not  to  leave 
the  I  sir  nd.  Ninety  one  wor.cn  and  children  were  taken  to 
Geya.  There  was  not  enough  to  eat  in  the  Islend.  About 
2/  of  us  c led  during  the  15  nonths  we  were  there,  fren 
starvation.  When  the  war  ended,  we  went  to  P?prr.  and  thence 
we  returned  tc  Dinawan, 


.  .  _  ,  ,  Whon  we  arrived  at  Dinawan,  we  found 

whr.t  lookcc.  like  two  long  graves,  at  a  place  eb*_ut  200  yards 
awry  fron  the  kenpeng.  These  are  the  graves  that  I  shewed 
Copt.  Dickson  on  27.3»46.  We  dug  in  the  two  graves  and  found 
nany  bodies.  There  was  no  flesh  left  on  the  bones.  The 
bodies  were  laid  together  loosely  and  wc  did  not  dig  out 
separately  each  skeleton.  V/e  collected  the  heads  and 
found  there  were  37 .  I  found  one  that  I  recognised  as  ny 
husband's.  The  shape  of  the  skull was  similar  to  that  of  ny 
husband's:  he  had  a  broeder  foreherd  then  most  of  our  nen. 

But  I  recognised  it  chiefly  by  the  teeth  which  were  still  in 
geed  order  in  the  jaws. 


(1)  The  teeth  of  this  heed  were  black  like  ny  husband's. 
It  is  true  that  nany  Suluk  ren  hove  blackened  teeth. 


The  teeth  of  this  heed  were  filed  flat.  Mist  Suluk  nen 
file  their  teeth  but  usually  only  throe  in  front.  My 
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husbend  had  ell  his  lower  teeth  filed  r.nd  m-ne.  on 
the  upper  Jowl  This  corresponded  with  the  teeth  In 
the  skull. 

(3)  My  husbenc'  had  some  back  teeth  missing,  cs  there  were 

in  tnis  skull, 

(4)  toy  husband  had  three  gold  teeth  together  in  the  centre  of 

the  upper  Jew,  as  the  skull  hed . 

All  these  things  together  convinced  re  that  I  had  found  uhe 
skull  of  ny  husbend.  After  I  had  found  my  husband's  skull, 
none  of  the  other  women  continued  to  search  for  their 
husbands',  V/e  were  too  icihapp/  to  ccntinuo  gating  r.t  those 
skulls.  We  were  satisfied  that  these  wore  cur  cwn  men  and  we 
did  not  wish  to  seek  out  cur  husbands  nf^er  I  had  found  mine. 

So  we  buried  the  bones  end  skulls  in  the  grave  where  we  hed 
found  then, 

I  did  net  see  any  wcunc’  cn  my  husband's 
skull.  From  the  way  the  heads  and  bodies  lay  in  the  grave, 

I  dc  not  think  the  men  had  been  beheaded.

were:  O.T.  Ibrahim,  toojun,  Scpalu,  toouyuk ,  Sewell  (two  men 
cf  this  name),  Kanr.un,  Ittun,  Situngai,  iiclud,  Ancu,  Sikcu, 
Sir.ur,  Utup,  Fengayan,  Temehok,  Sabi,  Dugeng,  Ha.lun,  Amir 
Hessen,  Fenet,  Bulkia,  Buhangsi,  Scrudr. ,  Berara.
